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a. In mid-^ay, AEGASSOWARY/2 arrived in Munich for reasons already 
known to Headquarters, and on two separate occasions met wity \ to 
discuss operational and other matters* During these two meetings,— -1 
AEGASSOHART/2 brought ~Yp to date on the activities of the Project 
as being run in PBPRHIE, and, of course, generally outlined what he 
expeots to do while in Europe* He reported that enroute to Munich he 
had stopped in Paris to confer withpfesyl MARKUS about the action to 

be taken at Brussels, and also spent several days in Brussels checking 
on the bookstore "LLbraire Castaigne,'’ and looking into other related 
matters*. 

b. While in Munich AEGASSOWARY/2 had audiences with many prominent 
Ukrainian emigre leaders, including those not belonging to his group, and 
discussed both Fair activity and political topics*. In the latter part 

of May he returned to Paris and Brussels, expecting, if time permitted, 
also to visit England, and planned to return to Munich on or about 10 June* 
Prom Munich he plans to go to Rome and Madrid, apparently to coordinate 
political affairs with his acquaintances in these places*. 

c» Expecting that AECASSCWAKY/6 would accompany AECASSOWAHT/2 in 
his travels about Europe, AECASSOWART/6 obtained those visas suggested 
in DIR 2.0218* However, beoause of the short duration of these visas, 
especially the one for Belgium, it was decided that he hot accoirpany 
AECASSQWAKT/2 to Brussels in May but instead "Save" his visa for when 
it is most desirable that he be in Brussels* However, it is expected 
that he will drive AECASSOWART/2 to Rome and Madrid and perhaps even 
Paris in June* 


d* As noted in paragraph 5 , Attachment D, AEGASSCWARY/2 hinted that 
it night be necessary for him to remain in Europe longer than expeoted 
in view of the faot that he might be able to accomplish more in the way 
of fair action during the height of Soviet fair activity scheduled to take 
place in August* Not knowing AECASSOWART/2 ! s exact itinerary and plane, 
and desisting from questioning him too closely lest he reach the conolusion , 
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that Headquarters and the field are not too well coordinated as far as 
his trip is concerned, L 3 made no comments to this hint. However, it 

would not surprise - ^if ABGASSOW^RT/2 asked him to ask Headquarters* 
approval to extend "ms stay here, and to send along his justification 
for this*

If headquarters deems it necessary, or for that matter, desires that 
MB keep track of AEGASSOWkHX/2 * s movements and activity while on his 
European junket, it is suggested that we be advised of exactly what he 
was instructed to do here, exclusive of looking into Brussels Fair action* 
It is presumed business other than the Fair brought him here, and it is 
suspected he assumes MB has been informed of this although^ has 
repeatedly indicated to him that he has heard nothing from Headquarters 
about the details of his trip* Naturally, to ask him to explain every- 
thing would be quite out of order, and embarrassing too, since he has 
attached a good deal of importance to his trip and probably believes we 
have too* Thus, if we are to lend our ears to his problems, listen to 
what he has to say about where he has been, what he has done and expects 
to do, we at least ought to be able to display some knowledge of what to 
expect from him. This is especially true if we are paying his way here, 
for then at least he will not think he finaglAdl a free ride out of us.

1. AECASS0vvARy/2 arrived in Munich on 11 May, going directly to the 
AECASSOWARY/6 safehouse where he expects to make his headquarters while in 
Munich. ^ "Imet with him on the following day and spent about three hours 
talking over old times, and of course, discussing operational matters of in- 
terest to both. AECASSOWAKi/2 said he had already visited Paris, where he 
conferred with Vasyl MARKUS about action to be taken at Brussels, and that he 
also spent several days in Brussels looking things over with respect to 
distributing Ukrainian literature there. He said he expects to return to 
Brussels on or about 18 May, accompanied by AECA3S0WaAY/6, and that after this 
he will visit Paris, Madrid, Rome and Munich. (Note: AECA3oOWARY/6 reported 

that he has obtained visas for Italy, France and Spain, and that he expects to 
get a Belgian visa in Frankfurt en route to Erussels. All these visas are of 
short duration, the one for Brussels to be for a period of eight days, while 
those for the other countries are for a little longer. In any case, he will 
be able to accompany AECASSOWARY/2 via auto as suggested in DIR-20218, and it 
is rather fortunate that he was able to obtain these visas on such short 
notice and without our help). 


2. In discussing his forthcoming Brussels visit, AECaSdOWARY/ 2 asked 

I "Whether he had received any instructions from headquarters for him 

'“'I AECA3S0 WaRY/ 2 ) which would be in addition to whatever else had been decided 
_jpr discussed between him and headquarters' personnel. He said, in briefing 
^ about what he and headquarters personnel had talked about, that he had 

been "supplied a list of names of some Soviet visitors to the Fair some of 
whom might be contacted by AECASSOWARY/2 1 s friends, and beyond this he was 
to plan his own action, i.e., distributing literature, etc. He said he 
expected headquarters would forward any additional names they might come up with, 
as well as any-other instructions, advice, etc. __l,old him he had heard 

nothing from headquarters, and that what little he knew* about what AERODYNAMIC 
might do at the Fai r h e had learned from AECAS30WARY/3. However,^ (told 
AEGASSOWARY/ 2 that"j "J had paid a short visit to Munich "a month 

or so ago and had irtefftioned having discussed Fair action with him ( AECASSOWARY/2 ^ 
however^ ’ !said nothing had been decided while he was still in PBPRIME

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b» Prior to leaving' for Brussels from Munich, AECASSGWARX/2 said he 
expects to confer with his people here as j^A£**as with other Ukrainian emigre 
leaders not from his group as for examp ^€y\fukha STETSKO. Regarding these 
other Ukrainians, and specifically he was referring to ZCh/O'JN members, he 
said he was interested in coordinating with them the timing of whatever action 
they might take at Brussels in order to prevent premature moves in Brussels 
which might hamper something more important which might be done later in the 
Fair season. Here, he mentioned that in his opinion it would be best to wait 
until latter half of the Fair to do anything which might come to the attention 
of Fair authorities, for longer the Fair runs the less vigilent the author- 
ities should become, and further, if something bold is attempted and found out, 
then those behind it will at least have had an opportunity to operate in a 
less spectacular manner prior to their detection, and if they are barred from 
further action late in the season then it would not be too bad.

2. AeGAsSoWARY 2 said he expects to return to Munich on or about 10 
June. When asked whether he expected to attend the K0MAVLAET2 memorial 
services in Rotterdam on 25 May as organized by the GUN, he said he would 
not attend, giving as his reason for not doing so the security factor. 

Actually, it is suspected that his real reason is a political maneuver, he 
probably realizes that if he showed up this would, be interpreted by the Bandera 
and lielnyk forces that he has mellowed a bit in his views toward them and 
that he is ripe for cooperation with them in other GUN matters. Then there is 
the matter of prestige and how he would lose out in this if he attended a 
function organized by his opposition. Knowing AECASSOwAltY 2, he has no inten- 
tion of playing a second role where Bandera antf^iELNYK are concerned, and in 
effect, attending this service, which was arranged mostly by BANDERA and 
MELN’ZK. people, could very easily be taken to be a concession on his part* 

Another reason for staying out of Rotterdam might be that AdOASBGvjAKY 2 wants 
to avoid meeting: Bandera, a meeting which could very well take place consider- 
ing that Bandera was scheduled to be one of the princippjr sp’ealcers there.

of Yugoslavia. AxiCASSOW'Aiil 2 said it is not inconceivable that ••iAiSficjfiNKO is 
a Soviet, for he certainly qualifies from a political point of view and is 
qualified to carry out an assignment bearing on emigre politics. AECASSOWAiil 2 
said majay emigres strongly suspect that iiAISThbKKG is working for the AlS, while 
others consider him to be a harmless politician who is about to go out of the 
political business. AECASSOWASY 2 himself is inclined to discount iiAISTRENKO's 
itIS connections because of his poverty. He said llAiSTKaMkO actually looks as 
though he has been underfed for quite some time, and that certainly if he were 
working for the RIS he might not spend conspicuously but he would eat well. 
According to MAISTRKNKO, nobody in the emigration wants anything to do with him, 
all fearing contamination by association or because they differ with him' 
politically. 


U. AbCASSOWATiY 2 mentioned that through one of the AM)RUIMimcS he has an. 
opportunity to contact DS 808 and 809 in Gamp Valka but doubts he will do so 
even though he would like to ask these two some questions about the Ukrainian 
underground. He remarked as how he felt our interrogators failed to ask per- 
tinent questions of 138 808 and 809 regarding underground leaders etc. (apparent- 
ly he got the results of the interrogation while he was still in PBPRIME), 
and generally sounded as though he was unhappy about 808 and 809 being re- 
leased before their stories could be checked out and their bona fides established. 
After AbC'AbbO'.iAiCY 2 cited some examples of questions he thought should have 
been answered, and belaboring this issue as though Kb BARA should have mustered 
all its forces to determine through bo 808 and 809 what the Soviets were up to 
vis a vis the Ukrainian underground and its emigre counterparts,/ ^suggested 
that AECASSOwAiiY 2 call on DS 808 and 809 and get for himself the answers to (the 
questions he has in mind. Countering this suggestion, ABCASSGWaAY 2 said he 
doubts whether he could achieve anything by talking with DS 808 and 809, Be- 
cause they would probably tell him that they have already answered so many ques- 
tions that they do not care to answer any more. Nothing more was said about DS 
808 and 809.. 


5. In line with Brussels, ABCASSOWAnY 2 mentioned that according to his 
findings the height of Soviet activity (concerts, dances, tourists) will be 
in August, and consequently, he and his group should be prepared to accelerate 
their activity accordingly at this time. Originally, ABCASS0WAAY 2 told (7 
that he expected to be in Burope for 'k. couple of months'*, however he now hintec 
as how it might be a good thing if he stayed around to direct tilings later in 
the summer. Not knowing exactly when headquarters expects ABCABSCWAkY 2 back, 
it is suspected that in the not too distant future AbGASSONAnx 2 will ask 
Gallo to get headquarters approval to prolong his visit. 


6. The next meeting with ABCASSOwARY 6 is to be .arranged by phone. As 
for MCASSO'irJAiiY 2, he said lie would get in touch with(__ {when he returns 
from Brussels on or about 10 June. 
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
